Ehrlichman, a former White House domestic affairs 
adviser, had asked Sirica that he be allowed to do legal 
work with Pueblo Indians in New Mexico rather than 
go to jail.

“This m ay be the perfect occasion for just such a 
non-prison sentence,” Ehrlichman’s lawyer Ira M. 
Lowe argued, but Sirica ignored the suggested novel 
punishment. 


Lowe, who had not represented the former Seattle 
land use attorney before, said that if Sirica allowed the 
alternative sentence it could mark “the end of the 
prison system as we know it.” 


The sentencing procedure took 45 minutes, much of it 
devoted to Lowe’s appeal to Sirica. As Lowe spoke, 
Mitchell, a former attorney general, looked at the 
ceiling. 
Mitchell said later of the sentence. “It could have 
been a hell of a lot worse. He could (Sirica) could have 
sentenced me to spend the rest of my life with Martha 
Mitchell.” 
Mitchell's wife, Martha, is currently suing him for 
separation in a New York court.

None of the defendants and only two of the lawyers 
made appeals for leniency. Sirica had solicited letters 
for that purpose from the four defendants. 
Haldeman’s defense lawyer John J. Wilson said. “I 
hope that your honor considered that whatever Bob 
Haldeman did, he did not do for himself but for the 
President of the United States.” 
Haldeman, Nixon’s 'White House chief of staff, “was 
caught up in a political maelstrom that engulfed a lot of 
other good people," Wilson said. 
Wilson noted the pardon from Watergate prosecution 
granted Nixon by President Ford and said “whatever 
Bob Haldeman did, so did Richard Nixon." 
“This is not to say that Nixon has not suffered agony 
and punishment of a kind." Wilson said, “But while 
Bob Haldeman was not toppled from the highest office 
in the land, he was toppled from the highest office he 
had achieved." 
The 73-year-old Wilson said Haldeman had suffered 
equally to Nixon ‘ and he stands before your honor 
today facing the possibility of suffering far more than 
Richard Nixon will ever suffer." 
Wilson also alluded to former White House special 
counsel Charles W. Colson, who was released by U.S. 
District Judge Gerhard A. Gesell after serving seven 
months in prison for a Watergate-related offense. 
Wilson said Colson refused to cooperate with 
Watergate grand juries or the Senate Watergate com­ 
mittee. w'hile Haldeman did. The result. Wilson said, 
was Haldeman’s conviction on three counts of perjury. 
The defendants must serve the minimum sentences 
at a site to be decided by the Bureau of Prisons before 
becoming eligible for probation. After four months, 
however, they may ask for a reduction of sentence. 
It w'as that federal court rule w hich allowed Gesell to 
release Colson and under w'hich Sirica freed three 
other Watergate figures, John W. Dean III. Jeb Stuart 
Magruder, and Herbert W. Kalmbach.

I'd run out of the house with a book, some sand­ 
wiches and a bottle of milk or an RC Cola under 
my rain slicker, and head for that car. 


Sometimes I wouldn't fly or drive anywhere. 


I’d just curl up in that comfortable front seat, 
with the rain coming down so hard I couldn’t even 
see out the window's, and read. 


1 was Horatio Alger then with "The Store Boy.” 
and Zane G rey's "Riders of the Purple Sage.” 
Peanut butter and RC Cola go very good with Zane 
Grey on rainy days in Oregon. 


The only passenger I ever took with me was a 
lazy old English bulldog I had named Chief. I'd 
sometimes allow' him to crawl into the back seat 
when the weather was good. I wouldn't take him in 
on rainy days. English bulldogs don't smell their 
best when they've got rain on them. 


Once I flew Chief all the way to Paris, France, 
and back. He slept through the whole flight.

Cable TV 
Ordinance 
Review 
Completed

Results of a review by an independent agency of Pot- 
tstown's proposed ordinance controlling a community 
television antenna system were received Friday by 
borough officials. 


The draft of the ordinance had been sent to the Cable 
Television Information Center, a non-profit Washing­ 
ton D.C. agency funded by the Rockefeller Foundation 
to aid communities with the complex questions 
involved in establishing local CAW regulations. 


After saying the borough's draft ordinance was a 
good one, the agency included 14 pages of recommen­ 
dations and answers to questions put to it on areas 
where officials decided expert advice was needed. 


Pottstown Borough Manager Joseph D. Banta is 
reviewing those recommendations, and said he will 
turn them over to Borough Solicitor Ronald H. Reynier 
in the next few days. 


Reynier drafted the proposed ordinance after wasing 
through thousands of pages of federal CATV 
regulations and information material from dozens of 
sources. 
Banta pointed out Reynier will Include the recom­ 
mendations in the proposed ordinance before it is sub­ 
mitted to members of Pottstown Borough Council for 
adoption. 
The manager said he could provide no estimate on 
when the proposal will 'be given to council. 
“We sent letters to all cable television companies 
who previously expressed interest in the borough's 
franchise.” he said. 
“They were advised copies of the proposed ordinan­ 
ce were available — for S5 each — and invited them to 


obtain copies for their review and their own recom­ 
mendations or objections. 
“We don't want to formally adopt an ordinance and 
advertise for bids only to receive no bids because the 
ordinance is so strict it would be unfeasible financially 
for a firm to erect a system. '' 
He explained the borough will wait a reasonable 
period of time for the two firms which accepted the 
invitation to respond. 
Once the ordinance is adopted and becomes borough 
law, bids will be accepted from. CAW firms seeking to 
gain permission to install the system in Pottstown. 
When council members give consideration to the bids 
they will be looking for the amount of money or percen­ 
tage the firm is willing to return to the borough 
treasury annually. 
Other factors will be the number of free connections 
for schools, hospitals and other similar facilities to be 
given, the installation charge for subscribers and the 
amount of hours to be devoted each week to public ser­ 
vice events — such as borough council and school 
board meetings, 
Once the most advantageous bid has been selected, 
the franchise will be awarded, and the successful bid­ 
der can begin stringing wires along existing uitlity

Prayer Much More 
Than Asking 
Favors of Him

The knowledge explosion has put expert advice at the 
people’s feet on everything from fixing cars to making 
, love. 
Most people wouldn't dream of filling out their 
income tax forms, for example, without a trip to the 
tax preparer’s office or the purchase of a how-to 'book., 


But in the all important matter of prayer, many 
people just play it by ear. 
In an effort to find out just what the experts do. The 
Mercury spoke with the Rev. Wilfred F. Fenny, rector 
of Christ Episcopal Church. 316 High St., and the Rev. 
James Farrant. assistant pastor of St. Aloysius Roman 
Catholic Church. North Hanover and Beech streets. 
While most Christians see their ministers reciting 
liturgies or formalized prayers, there’s no need to be 
formal in personal prayer, notes Father Farrant. 
“My whole approach in personal prayer is that I'm 
talking to someone.” he said. “Sometimes the image I 
use is that I'm climbing up on God’s lap and allowing 
Him to hug m e 8 0 1 per cent of my prayer time is con­ 
versation with God. I talk to Him. just as I would to you 
in this room.” 
The image of God is important in prayer, the priest 
said. “Some people picture God in the fire and brim­ 
stone image. ' ' he said. “But I picture Him in the role of 
the loving parent." 
But formalized prayers also have an important 
place he continued. “They are the inspired prayer of 
the church. You enter into them when you say them. By 
saying psalms, for example, you're reaffirming and 
re-establishing your love for God.” 


There are still other types of prayer. Father Penny 
pointed out. The five ‘fingers’ of prayer, he said, are 
adoration, recognizing God for what He is; 
thanksgiving; petition, asking God for something; 
intercession, prayers on behalf of someone else; and 
'penitence, asking forgiveness for sin. 
Most people, both clergymen agree, are inclined 
tow ard prayers of petition. 
“ Most people treat God like a huge vending 
machine.” said Father Farrant. “They put prayer in 
and they expect answers to pop out." 
Father Penny agrees. “It's almost like using a 
private telephone line to God to ask favors usually in 
times of crisis. But prayer is more than that. ” 
, 
“ Prayer for me is the realization of the presence of 
God." said Father Farrant. Then, not completely 
satisfied with that definition, he added, “Prayer is 
hunger. Hunger to be loved by God.’] 
“You could use the analogy of married life,” said 
Father Penny. “A husband and wife are aware of each 
other, even if one is mowing the lawn and the other is in 
the kitchen. 
“It’s not necessary to stop and have a serious talk to 
be aware of each other. ” 


Father Penny calls this type of prayer recollection — 
“one lives in a state of awareness or recollection of 
God.” 
Father Farrant emphasized the importance of 
having God with you constantly; even if he isn’t con­ 
sciously talking with God, he’s aware that God is with 
him. That, said the prie^, is prayer. 


“I want to make the Lord a part of everything I do.’1 
he said. “I talk about everything I’m going to do with 
God and I want Him to be there with me. ” 
Both clergymen said they realize people must 
frequently look to God for guidance. They are certain 
that God answers prayer. 
“ But not in the wray you expect." said Father Penny. 


“I may pray for humility and 10 minutes later someone 
may insult m e.” 
Although God may not send the petitioner a direct 
answer to prayer, people who sincerely pray for 
guidance will find it. 
“It's a twinge, an inner sense of what to do,” Father 
Penny said. “ You get a feeling of what the right thing 
is," said Father Farrant. “Gradually, you come to 
realize what God's will is." 
People w ho have trouble getting answers, the priest 
indicated, are often those who already have answers in 
'mind and are reluctant to give them. up. 
“Many of us go to 'God with our own blueprints and 
ask Him to give His stamp of approval," said Father 
Penny. “All our petitions should be checked by, not 
my will, but Thine be done.'" 
Father Penny prays 'directly to God at least twice a 
day, usually in the sanctuary. In addition, he said, his 
day is full of more spontaneous thanksgiving, while 
shaving or walking to church, for example. 
In addition to daily personal prayers, Father 


Farrant says morning, mid-day and evening prayers 
are part of his “office” called the Prayer of Christians.

Visiting Nurses 


Carry Care, 


Kindness 
on 
Daily Rounds 


The Visiting Nurses Association of Pottstown and 
Vicinity logged 31.832 miles last year, taking its special 
brand of caring into the homes of 891 area residents. 


The nurses helped mothers just home from the 
hospital with newborn children, taught senior citizens 
and their families to use sophisticated medical equip­ 
ment. instilled confidence in people learning to wark 
with newly-mended limbs 


They administered cooling baths to bedridden 
patients in sweltering summer weather, and braved 
snow and ice to travel to their patients in the winter. 


In its 38 years in Pottstown. the VNA swelled from a 
one-woman operation to its current staff, which in­ 
cludes seven registered nurses, two physical 
therapists, an occupational therapist, a registered 
dietician and a mental health consultant. 


It operates a thrice-monthly child health clinic at 
Pottstown Community Center, a health promotion 
program, arranges for homemaker health aides and 
lending sickroom equipment and a wide variety of 
other services. 
But despite all the sophistication and specialization 
of today's VNA . the single most important 
requirement of the visiting nurses is “liking people.” 
according to Leona Smith, executive director. 
Miss Smith spent 39 years as director of the VNA. 
and she has seen many positive changes for the good of 
the patient in those years. 
The specialists, the complex equipment, the 
increased staff are all for the betterment of the 
program. 
But patience, understanding and kindness are still 
the mainstay of the Pottstown VNA. 
The visiting nurse's job is quite different from the 
hospital nurse in that she must deal with the total 
,patient in the home situation, rather than the 
individual in a hospital room. 
And she must be a teacher — instructing families on 
the care of the patient, and helping the patient to learn 
to care for himself, according to Miss Smith. 
The nurses visit an average of six patients a day, and 
the VNA offers its services six and a half days each 
week. 
In actuality. Miss Smith admitted, the services are 
available 24 hours a day. because the VNA will never 
refuse to help anyone in need. 
She explained that a visiting nurse will make the 
initial call to a home when requested but may continue 
care to that patient only when ordered by a physician 
or clinic. 
Her services are more and more in demand as 
hospitals today dismiss patients sooner. Miss Smith 


pointed out. The visiting nurse smooths the recovery 
period, and in many cases enables a person to remain 
in his home rather than go to a convalescent facility. 
The cost of the visiting nurse service is based on 
ability to pay. Miss Smith said. 
“ First, we make every effort to determine if the 
patient is eligible for any type of third party payment," 
she said. If the patient is not eligible for insurance or 
other benefits, cost is adjusted according to the ability 
to pay. 
The United Way and other sources pay the difference 
between the patient's ability to pay and the cost of the 
visit. 
Miss Smith noted many people have the misconcep­ 
tion that people more than 65 years old have no worries 
about medical care because of Medicare. 
But Medicare regulations are quite firm, she said, 
and a person is no longer eligible for Medicare if he is 
not homebound. 
A non-profit organization, the VNA's single largest 
expense is salaries. In 1974. 70 per cent of the VNA 
income went to paying its staff. 
But the association always has been able to meet the 
needs of the Pottstown area, and afford to administer 
the quality service it believes the area deserves. Miss 
Smith said. 
A 30-member hoard of directors is actively involved 
in the operation of the VNA. she said 
“It takes all of us working together to have a good 
program." she stressed "Our board of directors spen­ 
ds hours and hours working for the VNA. They feel Pot­ 
tstown should have the best" 
The VNA could not operate at its current level 
without the long hours put in by volunteers. Miss Smith 
said. 
Last year volunteers gave more than 1.400 hours of 
their time to the organization, working with the child 
health clinic, Christmas activities and other services. 
One volunteer project resulted in a slide presentation 
and accompanying soundtrack about the history and 
function of the VNA in the Pottstown area. 
E arl Haas was photographer for the new- 
audio-visual program, and Barry Cassel was respon­ 
sible for the soundtrack. The 12-minute presentation is 
shown to community service organizations in the area 
to demonstrate the workings of VNA. 
“It takes a special kind of person to be a visiting nur­ 
se." Miss Smith said. “Our women live their patients' 
lives with them." 
In this fast-paced and frequently impersonal age. 
w hen a home visit by a physician is almost a dead prac­ 
tice. an organization such as Pottstown’s VNA is a 
warm comfort.

Deception is an important tool 
in every- player’s bag of tricks, 
whether he is cast in the role of 
declarer or defender. The 
general purpose of deception is 
to convince an opponent that a 
condition exists that actually 
does not, or a condition does not 
exist that actually does. 
One of the most f amous cases 
in this general category- ap­ 
pears in a book called “Right 
Through the Pack,” by Robert 
Darvas and Norman de V. Hart. 
West leads a heart and South 
takes East’s queen with the 
king. Declarer’s best course of 
play is obvious. To make the 
contract he must bring home 
either the spades or the 
diamonds. 
For five spade tricks to 
materialize requires a double 
finesse by declarer based on the 
hope of finding West with the K- 
J, while to run the diamonds 
merely requires East to have 
the king. 
Declarer therefore follows the 
indicated percentage play of a 
low spade to the ace, planning to 
try the diamond finesse next. 
But East, who sees that his king 


of diamonds is on the verge oí 
extinction, makes the clever 
play of his king of spades on the 
ace! 
This gives South new food for 
thought. Since East appears to 
have the singleton king of 
spades, a diamond finesse now 
looks extremely foolish. 
Assuming that East’s spade 
play is on the level, South’s 
proper play is fairly clear. He 
cashes the A-K of clubs, leads 
the nine of spades and finesses, 
expecting to score five spade 
tricks, a heart, a diamond and 
three clubs. 
Unlucky! East wins the spade 
with the jack, returns a heart, 
and South goes down two in a 
hand where he would surely 
have made the contract but for 
East’s extraordinary play of the 
king of spades on the ace.

politicians. 
Even policemen have been 
known to drop by in uniform 
to make reservations. 
“We get attorneys, city 
officials 
— 
everybody 
upper-middle 
class 
and 
above," said Lois Mansfield, 
who manages The Experien­ 
ce with her husband, Walter 
She says 90 per cent of the 
clients are local residents — 
and are over 35. 
“On a 
Friday night if 
we' ve got a 1972 car sitting

No Rolls, Got a Ben­ 
tley, though. And a Pantera. 
He’s a regular,"

Daniel B o o n e pi a yed 
beyond all expectations 
Friday night but still came 
up two points short of its first 
Berks Conference basketball 
championship since 1966 
The Blazers (20-4) made 
up a 10 point deficit in the 
last quarter and took 
Wyomissing (21-2) into over­ 
time, before Bill Crider s 
last second heroics locked up 
the Spartans’ third Berks 
County title in five years.

Ches-Mont Cagers 
’Draw' the Shaft

If the Ches-Mont League coaches feel they ve 
been slighted in the District One basketball playof­ 
fs this year, at least they've all got the same 
feeling. 
If this were a game of Russian Roulette, the 
Ches-Mont is standing sixth in line, accepting the 
gun from five warm, breathing bodies. 
Maybe that's where the District One officials 
think the Ches-Mont League belongs, standing at 
the end of the line, holding the short end of the 
stick. 
It is that euphoric time of the year again, when 
playoff chaos reigns, and the Ches-Mont coaches 
represent a pretty slighted bunch. 
What District One has done is give the two 
Ches-Mont playoff teams two of the worst spots in 
the class A pairings. 
The Ches-Mont champ must play the runner up 
from powerful Suburban One on a Suburban One 
floor, at Norristown. What happens if Norristown 
is the Suburban One runnerup9 
Secondly, the Ches-Mont runnerup plays the 
Lower Bucks League runnerup. The catch there is 
that if the Ches-Mont team wins, it gets to plav the 
Suburban One champ, 
Okay, 
if you're going to the Palestra, or 
anywhere in the state tourney, you’ve got to beat 
those teams somewhere along the line. Granted, 
• 
• 
• 
But Ross Kershev looks at the pairings, sees the 
injustice, and wonders why. 
“What happened in the seedings is very unfor­ 
tunate for the Ches-Mont League.” the Coatesville 
coach said. “ I don't know how they can correctly 
seed team s if they haven't seen them play. There 
are some teams that have drawn byes into the 
Palestra 
(q u arterfin als) 
that 
I think the 
Ches-Mont is superior to. 
“In my 19 years of basketball. I don't remember 
a class A team from the Lower Bucks League ever 
winning a game in the Palestra. The Central 
League is a good league, balanced like the 
Ches-Mont, not of strong quality, and it got a bye. 
“And in the history of the Bux-Mont League, 
only one class A team has won at the Palestra — 
Wissahickon. three years ago. ” 
Kershey is also bothered by the fact that the 
Ches-Mont runnerup has a better first round draw, 
thereby getting an easier route into the Palestra. 
“I want anybody to justify how a league cham­ 
pion gets a tougher draw than the runnerup." he 
said, 
George Rocco, the Phoenixville coach, is the 
other guy this directly affects. It’s his first trip 
into District play, but he knows some of the past. 
“We got the last choice is the way I look at it.” 
Rocco said. “They threw us into the worst possible 
place. 
“I feel there is some prejudice toward our 
league because we're on the fringe of District One 
and w e're further away from the city where we 
don't get the (same) recognition. 
“I feel bad because I think we have the best-run 
league in the District, as far as organization Then 
we go a step higher, and things don't seem to run 
as effectively.”

Pottstown Coach Jan Fritz isn't involved this 
year, but was in each of the last three seasons. He 
isn’t happy with the setup either. 
“ Somehow, we're not being represented very 
well at the meetings,” Fritz said. “That's why we 
usually don't know what's going on until it's too 
late. 
“My bigger complaint, though, is the choice of 
sites for games. If my team was competing. I'd be 
concerned about Norristown as a site. ” 
Dr. Joe Wesley, chairman of District One, 
provided a few answers, although probably not 
enough to satisfy the Ches-Mont coaches. 
“ It's the D istrict’s responsibility to get the best 
team s to represent this District (in the state tour­ 
nament),” he began. 
“No question, we went ahead and seeded the 
leagues. Suburban One got the first seed because 
it has the state champ and is a very strong league. 
“Lower Bucks got the second nod because it 
iNeshaminy > beat Abington this year. Central and 
Suburban Two got the three and four nods through 
comparisons and discussion. All of this is done 
with the integrity and responsibility of the people 
involved.” 
An answer, Dr. Wesley suggested, may be in an 
open tournament, which he leans toward. 
But there was no relief for this year’s pairings, 
no real consolation. 
“The Ches-Mont League,” Ross Kershey said 
for all, “has gotten the shaft.”

The six-count indictment 
was unsealed Friday by U.S. 
District Court Judge Robert 
Porter. It accused Pauline 
Girvin, 52. of Alexandria, 
Va. a secretary to Albert, 
and Joe Ben Champion. 57, 
of Lewisville, of five counts 
of wire fraud and one count 
of mail fraud 
The indictment alleges 
Champion would introduce 
his clients to Miss Girvin and 
tell them that she and the 
House speaker were working 
on their cases. 
Champion's doctor, Ken­ 
neth Killen, said in a 
notarized statement that 
“under no circumstance” is 
Champion able to testify in 
court. 
The statement, issued one 
day before the indictment 
was returned, said Cham­ 
pion has been under Killen's 
care for the past four months 
for terminal liver disease 
and kidney disease 
“I expect the patient will 
expire shortly,” Killen said.

ELECTRIC BILLS: Consumers Should Learn How Kilowatts Add Up 
By LOUISE COOK 
Associated Press Writer 
Millions cf consumers are 
finding there is more to 
saving electricity than sim­ 
ply turning off the lights. 
The first — and often 
overlooked — step to saving 
is 
knowing 
exactly how 
much power you use and 
what you are paying for each 
kilowatt. 
The 'Office of Consumer 
Affairs of the U.S. Depart­ 
ment of Health. Education 
and Welfare has provided a 
guide on how to read your 
electric meter, check your 
utility bill and total up the 
cost. Individual meters and 
bills may vary slightly, but 
the 
basic 
information 
applies throughout the coun­ 
try. 
Remember: electricity is 
measured in kilowatt hours 
— kwh. You will use one 
kilowatt hour of electricity if 
you leave a 100-watt light 
bulb burning for 10 hours 
M E T E R R E A D IN G 
Begin 
your 
electric 
education by reading your 
meter, 
checking the dif­ 
ferent dials. There usually 
will 
be four dials, each 
divided into 10 sections. 
Start with the dial farthest 
to the right. It measures a 
total of 10 kilowatt-hours — 
each time the needle moves 
from one number to the next, 
you 
have 
used 
one 
kilowatt-hour of electricity. 
The next dial measures 100 
kilowatt-hours, 
with each 
division 
representing 
10 
kwhs; 
the 
third 
'dial 
measures 
1.000' 
kilowatt-hours: and the four­ 
th dial 
represents 10.000 
kilowatt-hours. 
Note: some of the dials run 
clockwise; others run coun­ 
terclockwise 
Now. suppose the needle 
on the dial all the way to the 
right points to nine: the 
needles on the next two dials 
point to seven; 
and the 
needle on tte dial on the left 
points to nine. 
'That m eans that since the 
dial was set at zero you have 
used 9.779 kilowatt-hours of 
electricity.

To deter­ 
mine usage in one month, 
you"11 have to subtract last 
month's reading from the 
current figure. 
C H E C K IN G Y O U R BILL 
Once you know how much 
electricity you've used, you 
will be better able to check 
the bill you receive each 
month.

There are about a dozen 
items on the average bill: 
some are self-explanatory; 
others 
are 
more 
com­ 
plicated. 
Regional 
"variations 
include things like energy 
taxes which, in some areas, 
are collected by the utility 
for the local government . 
Here are some of the 
things to look for: 
—Account number: tills is 
the number by which the 
utility can identify you: use 
it when asking questioas or 


paying your bill. 
—Rate schedule: this code 
indicates the schedule used 
in computing your bill. It 
usually is not shown on the 
bill itself; you must ask the' 
utility for an explantion. 
—Billing code: this tells 
you what kind of bill is 
involved (monthly, special 
adjustment, etc.) It usually 
will be explained on the back 
of the bill. ■ 
—Cutoff date for billing, 
—Meter reading: you can 
ouble-check this figure by 


reading your meter on the 
cutoff date — the same day 
the electric company reads 
it. Call the company to leam 
your cutoff date each month, 
—Consum er’s 
monthly 
charge: 
this 
generally 
includes the bill for elec­ 
tricity, plus any taxes or sur­ 
charges. 
—Monthly 
electricity 
usage: subtract last month's 
meter reading from this 
month's to double check, 
—Energy tax: a local levy 
collected by the company; 


call the utility to find out the 
rate, usually a fraction of a 
cent per kilow att hour. 
—Sales tax. 
—Fuel cost adjustment: a 
pass-through charge reflec­ 
ting higher fuel costs paid by 
the utility to produce elec­ 
tricity. The bill should show 
the rate per kilowatt hour, as 
well as the total charge. 
—Date after which bill is 
overdue. 
Some bills also include a 
section telling you how much 
you will ow e if you do not pay 


your bill on time. 
COMPUTING YOUR BILL 
How do you know whether 
your bill is right? Armed 
with a little information, you 
can keep track of what you 
owe. You'll need to know 
your rate schedule and the 
rate for any extra levies. 
Most 
utilities 
bill 
customers 
on 
a 
sliding 
schedule: 
the more elec­ 
tricity you use. the less zou 
pay per kilowatt. Here is a 
typical rate schedule: 
First 20 kilowatts (or anv 


part thereof): $2.25 
Next 80 kilowatts: 3.55 
cents per kwh. 
Next 100 kilowatts: 3.21 
cents per kwh. 
Next 200 kilowatts: 2.96 
cents per kwh. 
Next 400 kilowatts: 2.65 
cents per kwh. 
Suppose 
you 
used 700 
kilowatt hours in a month. 
That's $2.25 for the first 20 
kwhs; $2.84 for the next. 80; 
$3.21 for the next 100: .$5.9.2 
for the next 200 and $10.60 for 
the last 400 for a total of

county has an energy tax of 
.08855 
cents

Multiply by 700 lor an energy

Flash: 
Dry mount photo method described

The 
sale 
of mounts, 
adhesives, tools, equipment 
and supplies for better 
display of photographic prin­ 
ts is a big business. 
So there are literally hun- 
d r e d s 
of 
w a y s 
t he 
photographer can improve 
the presentation of his prints 
besides just tossing them out 
lor the inspection of buyers 
or friends. 
They range from the 
familiar “slip in” folders 
a n d 
e a s e l s 
of 
the 
professional — designed to 
protect the print until the 
custom er gets around to 
framing it, more or less per­ 


manently — to the heavy 
equipment needed for moun­ 
ting huge prints on hard 
board. 
But the most universal 
method is so-called “dry 
mounting"1 with materials 
and equipment available 
from a number of sources. 
The 
dry 
mount is a 
sh e e t- s h e l l a c 
type of 
adhesive which melts with 
the application of moderate 
heat. In use, a sheet of dry 
mount the same size of the 
print — or several sheets of 
smaller material to equal 
the size of the print — is 
“tacked” to the back of the 
photographic 
print by 
touching it with the tip of a 


warm iron. 
The photograph, and dry 
mount extending out from 
the edges, is then trimmed 
until adhesive and print are , 
Rush. This can be done in 
several ways. A big 'paper' 
cutter is most convenient, of 
c o u r s e . * B u t 
a 
good 
metal-edge, 
straight-edge 
razor blade is just as effec­ 
tive and almost as fast. 
Many photographers like 
to lay the print face up on a 
sheet of glass, set the 
st r a i g h t 
e d g e 
where 
required, then cut with the 
razor blade through the 
paper into the hard surface 
of the glass for a hard, 
smooth edge. 


Now, 
t h e 
p a p e r is 
positioned on the mount The 
most pleasing — and most 
popular — measure is to 
have the sides and top equal, 
with a larger space at the 
bottom. Thus the border of 
an 11x14 print, on a 16x20 
paper would be 2.5 inches at 
the top and sides. 3.5 at the 
bottom. 


Because the dry mount 
was only tacked with the tip 
of the iron, it is now possible 
to raise the corner of the 
print when it has been 
positioned and tack the dry 
mount to the mount itself. 
Two corners are usually 
enough.

“Ever since we were schoolboys,’' say the McWhirters, “we have 
been intrigued with the idea of the tallest, the fastest, the strongest, 
the greatest.” 


e stood, not long ago, 
at. the top of the tall­ 
est building in the 
world—the Sears Tower in Chi­ 
cago — pointing out the pano­ 
rama of four separate states to 
our companion, the tallest living 
man in the world. Don Koehler, 
who measures eight feet, two 
indues, did -not seem to 'be en­ 
joying the view. “I don’t have 
much of a head for heights,” 
he explained. 
For us, it was a unique op­ 
portunity to combine two su- 
* periatives, man and building. 
Ever since we were schoolboys, 
flipping through the news­ 
papers, books and magazines 
with which our editor-father 
cluttered our London house, we 
have been intrigued with the 
idea of the tallest, the fastest, 
the strongest, the greatest. 
What began as a hobby even­ 
tually became “The Guinness 
Book of World Records*’ and 
may, in a year or two, turn into 
a world record itself. A great 
many people seem to share our 
hobby, and we expect that our 
collection of facts and figures 
on. human and inhuman en­ 
deavors, natural and unnatural 
achievements, may soon break 
the record for sales of a copy­ 
right book. We are now second 
only to Dr. Spock. (The Bible, 
that all-time best seller, is not a 
^ co p y rig h t book and thus doesn't 
count in this particular record.) 
We have traveled to 63 coun­ 
tries, measuring the objects and 
meeting the people who hold 
the world’s records. We find the 
phenomena constantly chang­ 
ing. The tallest tree (the How­ 
ard Libbey tree in Humboldt 
County, Calif.) may grow an­ 
other foot or the fastest jet 
plane (currently the Russian 
-M IG -2 5 ) may add another 
m ile-per-hour. R ecords are 
made to be broken, and so our 
book is made to be rewritten 
each year. 
We find the people endlessly 
fascinating. Whether it’s the 12- 
year-old boy who can rattle off 
pi, the mathematical formula, 
to an incredible 1,200 places, or 
the grown-up parachutist who 


dares to free-fall for 16 miles, 
record holders have a com­ 
mon streak, of stubbornness. To 
do anything faster, longer or 
better than anyone else in the 
world takes a singleness of pur­ 
pose, an intense dedication to 
one’s own thing, and a firm re­ 
sistance to the boredom of do­ 
ing that thing over and over. 
The championship swimmer, 
for instance, is seen in his min­ 
utes of glory, but there are no 
cheering crowds during the 28 
or more hours a week that he 
must practice in the pool. 


We are ourselves a small 
footnote ■ in sports—as the only 
twins ever to win. a national 
track title in Great Britain. It 
came during a relay race and 
is too modest and minor a rec­ 
ord to go into our book. Here, 


though, are some of our favor­ 
ite people, places and things. 


Male vs. Fem ale: Some male 
chauvinists were crushed when 
Billie Jean King beat Bobby 
Riggs. They might take comfort 
in what happened when two 
active champions—rather than a 
woman in her prime and a man 
past, his—met. on a. tennis, court. 
In the 1920’s,. Bill Tilden, still 
considered by some experts to 
be the greatest tennis player of 
all time, played against Suzanne 
Lenglen, “The Great Suzanne,” 
as the six-time Wimbledon win­ 
ner was called. With no bally­ 
hoo, and before a. small, audi­ 
ence, Bill took every game. 
First, though, he toyed with 
Suzanne, allowing her to get to 
40-love in each game before 
smashing back to win. 


Females may have the ad­ 
vantage over males in other 
sports. Perhaps because of their 
natural insulation, women hold 
many of the records for swim­ 
ming across the hazardous Eng­ 
lish Channel. Then, too, a pe­ 
tite, glowing woman, Mrs. Beryl 
Burton, has proved that, for 
certain distances, she can cycle 
faster than any man in Britain. 


The Worst Is the Best: Often, 
the most interesting records are 
set by people who are bad. 
rather than good, at what they 
do. In championship golf, the 
record number of strokes for 
one hole was set by a woman 
golfer during the Shawnee Invi­ 
tational for Ladies in 1912. 
This good woman teed off. then 
got into difficulties when she hit 
the ball into a river. In those 
days, the golf ball floated, so 
she put put in a 'boat, with her 
husband rowing. She stood in 
the stern, whacking away at the 
ball while her husband dutifully 
counted the strokes. Finally, she 
beached the ball, only to run 
into further trouble in a woods. 
Eventually she got back onto 
the green and sank, the ball on 
the 166th stroke. This happened 
62 years ago but. interestingly, 
we had a letter only recently 
from an eyewitness. 


In Deep Danger: The most 
perilous trip we ever made to 
check on a world, record, was. to 
descend more than two miles 
into the world’s deepest mine, 
a gold mine in Transvaal, South 
Africa. As we put on coveralls 
and safety helmets in the dress­ 
ing room, we noticed a certifi­ 
cate announcing that the mine 
had had a. fatality-fine year. 
The date was disconcerting: a 
distant 1954. We couldn’t help 
thinking how long ago that was 
as we began our descent itj a 
steel elevator cage. We plum­ 
meted so long and so far that, 
when we finally bumped to a 
stop, we were certain we’d 
reached bottom. But, no. there 
was more. The next stage of the 
descent was made hunched in 
a small tramway, going down, 
down, down, along a steep in­ 


cline on what seemed the 
world’s longest roller-coaster 
ride—only made in total dark­ 
ness. The temperature gets hot­ 
ter and hotter—at bottom, it’s 
126 
F .-and along the way 
there’s always the chance of 
man-killing rock bursts. We had 
three of those in the first 30 
minutes,, narrowly missing us 
each time. Men take that de­ 
scent every day, all in the name 
of digging up gold, which is 
then buried again, in somewhat 
neater form, in bank vaults. 


Wild Blue Yonder: Orville 
Wright made history at Kitty 
Hawk as the first man in pow­ 
ered flight. But he was not, de­ 
spite what most people think, 
the first man to fly. That man is 
less well-known and his story 
takes place in Yorkshire, Eng­ 
land, where an eccentric old 
baronet. Sir George Cayley, 
spent his time inventing all 
manner of contraptions, includ­ 
ing man-carrying gliders. In the 
summer of 1853, Sir George 
ordered his coachman into one 
of those gliders, which then 
took off across a valley for a 
flight of more than a quarter of 
a mile. The coachman flew into 
history anonymously until we 
searched out his name, John 
Appleby, in census records that 
had been sealed for 100 years. 
Like any good servant of his 
day, Appleby did as he was 
told, but he doesn’t seem to 
have enjoyed the flight. Shortly 
after it, he gave his notice. 


Love and Marriage: Records 
on romance often have amus­ 
ing postscripts. Take the most- 
married man in the monoga­ 
mous world, Glynn de M ob 
Wolfe an American who’s an­ 
swered “I do” 19 times. Now 
in his sixties, he says, “I don’t 
need television. I come home in 
the evening, sit down, slip off 
my shoes, close my eyes and 
reminisce.” The world's most 
divorced woman, Beverly Nina 
Avery of Los Angeles, looks at 
her 16 “I don’ts” from a differ­ 
ent perspective.

Waiting for Baby: One of the 
questions we’re most often 
asked is: What’s the longest 
gestation period in the animal 
kingdom? Most people think it’s 
the elephant.

It’s recently been dis­ 
covered that, in high altitudes, 
the black Alpine salamander 
carries its young for a period 
of three years and two months. 
The salamander has been doing 
this for centuries, of course, but 
the knowledge is so new the 
record is appearing for the first 
time in this year’s edition. 


Weight Watching: Some rec­ 
ords that seem, to be easy turn 
out to be the most difficult to 
prove. Our book liste Flora Mae 
Jackson of Mississippi, who 
weighed 840 pounds, as the 
world’s heaviest woman. We 
now have a report, though, 
about Ida Maitland of the same 
state, who may have tipped the 
scales at 911 pounds. 
What kind of proof do we 
look for on a record like that? 
We’d most prefer a medical rec­ 
ord. Second choice would be 
newspaper reports or a reliable 
relative. The evidence we’re 
least likely to believe would, 
come from a circus or carnival, 
since those people have a vested 
interest in exaggeration. Did 
you know that circus giants and 
midgets usually have a clause in 
their contract forbidding them 
to be^ measured? 


New American Record: The 
highest sea cliffs now recorded 
are in Greenland and Canada, 
but we’re on the track of some 
that may be a new record. Ac­ 
cording to preliminary maps 
and photographs, there are sea 
cliffs on one of the Hawaiian 
Islands that may measure more 
than 3,500 sheer feet into the 
sea. That’s the equivalent of 
three World Trade Centers

stacked one atop the other. A 
waterfall plummets from these 
cliffs, too, and may prove to be. 
the highest in the world. Only 
an expedition can make this 
record as absolute as we like 
them to be.

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obody gets upset when 
a farm er harvests a 
wheat field,” says a 
spokesm an for the U.S. Forest 
Service. “Why is it that people 
worry so much when a paper 
company 
harvests 
a 
forest? 
Both are renew able crops. 
What’s the difference?” 
He pauses, then answers his 
own q uestion: ‘‘The difference, 
I guess, is the length ot the re­ 
newal cycle. W ith the wheat 
field, it’s one year. With a forest 
tract, it’s 30 or 60 or m ore 
years. People see the forest tract 
harvested and they think, ‘Oh 
boy, it’s gone forever.’ *’ 
While 30 or 60 years is not 
forever, it is a long enough tim e 
to make people apprehensive. 
Since it’s such a long tim e in 
terms of our own lives, that 
num ber of years has the sound 
of eternity. But in terms of ecol­ 
ogy, which on som e levels can 
be measured in eons, it’s not 
such a long time. So the main 
question is whether trees are 
being replaced in a systematic 
cyclical way so the supply will 
remain the same—or even in­ 
crease. The paper m anufactur­ 
ers assure us that they are. 
There is no denying that 
America gobbles up a lot of 
paper — particularly newsprint, 
the specially treated paper on 
which 
newspapers 
(and 
this 
m agazine) are printed, A ccord­ 
ing to the Canadian Pulp & 
Paper A ssociation, the U.S. uses 
about 9.5 million tons of news­ 
print a year. N o other country 
uses anywhere near as much. 
All of Western Europe con­ 
sumes less than six million tons 
a year. It’s estimated that Soviet 
Russia uses only a little over 
one million tons. 


Our use of paper has been 
going up fast all through this 
century, and the rise in demand 
has by no means stopped yet.

for newspapers consumes the 
equivalent of well over 100 mil­ 
lion such trees every year. 
This sounds shocking. Where 
are so many trees to come 
from? But there is a significant 
fact that makes all the differ­ 
ence. For every tree that is cut 
down, a new one is planted in 
its place. The truth is, America 
now grows about eight percent 
more wood each year than it 
harvests. Roughly the same fig­ 
ure applies to Canada. 
Paper companies are highly 
sensitive to public worries about 
the environment and have been 
eager to let reporters see with 
their own eyes what goes on in 
a managed forest tract. Con­ 
solidated-Bathurst Ltd.. a big 
Canadian company, 
recently 
established an Environmental 
Affairs Group whose main job 
is to see that none of the com­ 
pany’s far-flung divisions vio­ 
lates sound ecological principles. 
They say that all the current 
talk about “desecration” of our 
forests and the futuristic visions 
of a land “laid bare” are prob­ 
ably exaggerated. As a matter 
of fact, Crown Zellerbach Corp. 
estimates that, despite the enor­ 
mous growth of our population 
and the sprawling of farms, 
suburbs and industry since the 
nation was founded, there is 
still about three-quarters as 
much forest land here now as 
there was when Columbus land­ 
ed, What’s more, because a lot 
of marginal farmland and semi- 
desert has been reclaimed and 


planted with trees, there is actu­ 
ally more forest now than there 
was in 1900. There are some 
759 million acres of forest in 
the country today—slightly over 
30 percent of the nation’s total 
land and water area of 2.3 bil­ 
lion acres. 
The idea that a forest tract 
can be made to renew itself 
eternally may be only an ex­ 
ample of good business, “in the 
first place,” says a spokesman 
of NIC, "it would be the height

to invest $100 million in a mill,

place to another. The only ap­ 
proach that makes economic 
sense is to manage the forest 
around the mill so that it is con­ 
tinually self-renewing.” 
There are two basic ways of 
doing this. Forestry specialists 
call the two approaches “even- 
aged” and “uneven-aged” man­ 
agement. 
Even-aged 
m anagem ent 
means, in effect, dividing a for­ 
est into separate tracts and 
clear-cutting each tract when 
the trees on it mature. Imagine 
a forest divided into 64 square 
tracts like a checkerboard, and 
imagine — for simplicity — that 


you are dealing with a type of 
tree that matures in 64 years. 
In Year I you cut down all the 
trees on Tract 1, and you reseed 
that tract with new trees. In 
Year 2 you do the same on 
Tract 2, and so on until Year 
64, when you clear-cut the last 
tract. The following year you 
go back to Tract 1, whose trees 
are now 64 years old, and you 
start the same process all over 
again. 
Uneven-aged management 
means selectively thinning an 
entire forest area year after 
year. There are some kinds of 
trees that, when young, flourish 
best if there are bigger trees 
around to give them partial 
shade. Uneven-aged manage­ 
ment is designed for them. Each 
year, foresters take down the 
biggest trees in an area and 
plant seedlings in the shade of 
other mature trees that remain 
uncut. The result is a self- 
renewing forest whose trees are 
of different ages. 
Forestry research over the 
years has constantly improved 
the health of trees, their growth 
rate, their resistance to diseases 
and insects. W eyerhaeuser, 
Georgia Kraft and other big 
paper companies have begun 
using a new process, in which 
an entire tree—leaves and all— 
is processed into paper, rather 
than just the main trunk- Im­ 
provements now being devel­ 
oped, says Crown Zellerbach’s 
president C. R. Dahl, “will en­ 
able os to double and even 
triple the volume of

have two children — both 
girls — who are almost 18 
years apart.

Some­ 
times I’ve felt like two separate 
mothers. And to complicate 
matters, each girl has a differ­ 
ent father. 
It hasn't always been easy to 
understand and cope with such 
divergent ages while trying to 
blend them into a family that 
involves a husband who is 
father only to Christine.

1 was aware almost from the 
beginning of my second preg­ 
nancy that there could be a 
problem.

I’d re­ 
member to tell her how lovely 
she looked. I showed her her 
own baby pictures so she could 
see how much she looked like 
Christine, hoping she’d see a 
close kinship between them. I 
never allowed her to baby-sit 
for Christine, or do anything 
for her unless she asked first. 1 
didn’t want Sue to feel that 
Christine was an imposition. 
I am happy to say that Sue 
now adores Christine and spoils 
her at every opportunity. 
The change in Sue is due to 
several things. First of all. she 
married 
a 
marvelous 
man, 
George Pilling. He's a little 
older, a lawyer, and a very gen­ 
tle man. He’s helped Sue grow 
up in many ways, and I feel he’s 
greatly responsible for Sue’s 


maturity. It’s lovely to be a 
happy family. And now that 
she’s the mother of a beautiful 
baby girl of her own, we have a 
great deal in common. 
Looking back, 1 think the 
biggest problem in raising two 
children of such different ages 
was trying to split attention be­ 
tween them.

ANSWERS 


1. True—according to the findings of an 
urban-neighborhood survey conducted 
by sociology professor Peter McGuhan, 
which showed that the majority of re­ 
spondents “defined a good neighbor as 
someone who is friendly, but not a 
friend, someone willing to chat with you, 
but at the same time someone who does 
not intrude on your privacy. A small 
proportion defined a good neighbor .as. 
a close friend.” And the survey revealed 
a similarly small (though quite vocal) 
minority who very emphatically defined 
a good neighbor as someone who leaves 
you completely alone. 
2. True. Sociological studies have shown 
that people who make the most friendly 
and congenial neighbors are those whose 
life-style is oriented to chi Id-rearing and 
family living. At the other end of the 
pole, the least neighborly tend to be 
those to whom children and family life 
are not predominant but are replaced by 
other cooce.ros and interests, such as a 
career, etc. And although people with 
children are the most neighborly, if the 
children are too obstreperous, it goes 
without saying that in many cases their 
neighbors wish they weren't so friendly! 
3. True. Bad next-door neighbors can do 
more to make a good neighborhood into 
one you’d like to move out of than any 


other single factor. Far better to live in 
a 
less-advantaged neighborhood sur­ 
rounded by good neighbors. Recently the 
University of Michigan’s Institute for 
Social Research attempted to measure 
the “quality of life” nationwide. It con­ 
cluded that without neighbors who at 
least warranted neutral responses, an in­ 
dividual's feelings of satisfaction would 
be relatively low—even in environments 
that offered good housing and other 
amenities. 
4. False. Contrary to what might be ex­ 
pected,, 'the findings of a. leading study 
on this question “did not show any dif­ 
ferences between the sexes with respect 
to neighborliness.” Two other investiga­ 
tions have yielded similar findings. 
5. True. Studies show that three types of 
“good neighbors” predominate, and each 
- functions as a completely different type 
from the other. There is the generous, 
heart- of- go Id, bo rrow -a-cu p-of-su g a r 
kind who believes in the mutual assist­ 
ance and helpful exchange of household 
needs and commodities. He or she is a 
blessing if you're the same type, but can 
'be a. pest if you’re not. The second type 
of good neighbor is careful not to intrude 
on. a. neighbor’s privacy, is more than 
willing to help whenever the need arises, 
but would not think of calling upon a 
neighbor for aid except in an emergency. 
This type makes a fine neighbor, but 
might be considered by the first, type as 
somewhat reserved or standoffish. Type 
three is described by one sociologist as 
the “independents,” who pride them­ 
selves on their self-sufficiency, do not be­ 
lieve in borrowing—or as they term it, 
leaning on people—and “define a good 
neighbor' as someone from whom, you do 
not expect any help at all.” 
6. False. Sociological studies show that 
people’s “socioeconomic status”—wheth­ 
er they're rich, poor, or travel with high, 
low or middle-class society—bears no re­ 
lation to their inclination to be neigh­ 
borly. Evidence would seem to indicate 
that good neighbors are where you find 
them—irrespective of social 
class or income bracket.
